Over thirty years 
of experience, the latest machinery, trained workmen, 
and perfect materials, are bent to the task of making 
Hodgson Houses the most efficient and economical that 
human skill can produce. 

Do They Look Attractive? 

Attractive enough to be erected without changes on 
many of the finest estates in America, adjacent to costly 
mansions. Hodgson Houses have won special praise for 
their harmonious lines, neatness and good taste. 

Are They Durable? 

Orders are constantly coming in for additions to 
Hodgson Houses purchased ten, fifteen, twenty and 
more years ago, and in constant use since. Hodgson 
Houses stand up without repairs for years. They are 
built of enduring materials and built right. The enthu' 
siastic testimony of actual users is the best proof of these 
claims. (See letters printed in this catalog.) 

What Are They Made Of? 

Rather than use a heavy cheap lumber (similar to 
carpenter construction) that is expensive to ship and 
erect, less artistic and less durable, and put together in a 
way that leaves much for the purchaser to do and re- 
quires a continual expense to keep in repair, we use for 
a frame clear, strong, Oregon pine, covered with endur- 
ing cedar (walls and roofs) backed with a heavy fibre 
lining, making a strong, durable, and absolutely wea- 
therproof building, requiring few repairs, with a roof 
guaranteed to stay tight for years, inexpensive to ship 
and easily erected by unskilled labor. The floors are of 
rift Oregon pine. 

How Does Cedar Compare with Other Woods? 

Woods differ in their characteristics, many of them 
being very short lived if exposed to outside elements. 
Cedar, which is the entire outside covering of the 
Hodgson Houses, is a wood that neither shrinks nor 
swells. It is distinguished by its resistance to decay. 
Since the days of the famous "Cedars of Lebanon", its 
enduring qualities have been well known — and it is 
often called "The Wood of the Ages". Trees from which 
this cedar is made have grown on the mountain sides of 
the Northwest for centuries. Fallen cedars lie on the 
mountain sides for centuries and still remain perfectly 
sound. According to government tests there is no wood 
of commercial value that exceeds cedar in endurance. 

The fragrance of cedar is very pleasing to persons 
but it cannot be endured by insects. It is free from sap 
and is very slow burning. It is very light in weight 
compared with other wood and saves freight costs. No 
wood holds paint better. After 30 years' experience with 
cedar we do not know of any wood better suited for our 
purpose. 

How Are They Made? 

In sections, each section with windows and doors 
fitted in place and with all hardware attached; nothing 
left for you to do but set up these sections, and drive in 
wedge keybolts with a hammer — quickly done, no skill 
required, and when put together are as rigid as a per- 
manent building. 



What Is the Outside Finish? 

Hodgson Houses may be had in either our narrow or 
wide Colonial Siding. The wide siding is 8" wide; the 
narrow 4" wide. Both of these sidings are shown in 
pictures throughout the catalog. The prices quoted are 
for the narrow siding with the additional cost if wide 
siding is wanted. 



Are the Houses Painted? 

Yes, with the very best lead and oil paints obtainable. 
The first coat is a dipping coat, thoroughly waterproof- 
ing every part of the entire covering of cedar used in 
our houses. After this two more coats are applied by 
brush. 

Our stock colors are white sides with Colonial green 
roof, blinds and doors. If other colors are desired there 
is a slight additional charge. 

What Are the Single and Double Wall Constructions? 

The Fibre Lined single wall construction shows the 
frame of the building on the interior with a background 
of the heavy tan colored rope fibre lining. With this 
construction the partitions are made of Oregon sheath- 
ing. 

The Arctic Lined double wall construction is the same 
as the single wall with the addition of the Arctic board- 
ing covering the inside frame, forming a dead air space 
between the inside and outside walls. When a house is 
termed Arctic (Celotex) Lined, it means that the side 
walls, the roofs and the floors are lined with Arctic 
board, and that the partitions are made double of it — a 
construction more comfortable than a well built plas- 
tered house. 

What Is Arctic Boarding? 

It is a cane fibre board, J/^" thick, commercially known 
as Celotex, and we believe it to be the best insulator of 
heat, cold, and sound yet produced. 

What Is the Inside Finish? 

The interior woodwork of the single wall house is 
stained a walnut brown. This with the background of 
the tan fibre lining makes an attractive, neat and sani- 
tary finish for summer use. 

When the houses are Arctic lined, the woodwork 
and the strips over the Arctic boarding, as shown in 
several of the interior pictures in this catalog, are 
stained a walnut brown — a very attractive contrast 
with the cane colored Arctic lining, taking away the 
plain effect from the walls. These strips, however, may 
be eliminated and a single strip only used every six 
feet apart, which is the width of the Arctic board. If 
you do not care for the walnut brown finish on our 
woodwork, we can leave the wood unstained for your 
own decoration. 

Do the Houses Have Ceilings? 

Yes, if wanted. Some prefer all rooms open into the 
the roof, which gives a more airy and lofty appearance. 
Without ceilings all rooms have partition peaks, en- 
tirely separating the rooms, ceilings being over only 
baths, closets, etc. All ceilings are made of Arctic 
boarding laid in panels on ceiling beams.

Are They Comfortable Winter and Summer? 

For summer, or eight months in the year, our fibre 
lined single wall houses have been used for many years 
with wonderful success; but for very cold weather or 
hot climates we recommend our double walled Arctic 
lined houses for protection against excessive heat and 
extreme cold. At Dover we have an attractive wooded 
park of several acres on which are erected many of our 
Arctic lined houses, having cellars, with furnaces, 
plumbing, electric lights, in fact, everything for the 
comfort of the tenants for use the year around. These 
houses heat much easier than a carpenter built house 
and are so comfortable and attractive that we have a 
long waiting list of tenants for them. 

What Are They Used For? 

For seaside and mountain summer homes, country 
homes, guest houses, overflow houses, studios, sun 
parlors, summer and winter camps, play houses, boys' 
and girls' camps, schools, churches, club houses, hos- 
pitals, and innumerable other purposes. Many are used 
as homes on large estates while building operations are 
going on or after a fire. 

Are Hodgson Houses Proof Against Heavy Ram, Snow 
and Wind Storms, Heat and Severe Cold? 

This question is answered many times throughout 
this catalog by letters from many of the best known 
people in this country. Hodgson Houses have stood on 
bleak islands and on the most exposed parts of the 
Atlantic Coast, as well as being buried in snow in North- 
ern Maine and Labrador. After eight years' use in 
Labrador another Hodgson House of several rooms 
was sent there. Yet they are used in hottest Africa in 
the mahogany lumber camps. 

What Is the Foundation? 

A wood post foundation lasts for many years if chest- 
nut, cedar, locust or cypress is used, and makes a good, 
reasonable priced foundation, if well set. Naturally ce- 
ment or brick piers are more lasting; sometimes it is wise 
to put the house on a wall foundation. If the house is 
used the year round a cellar under at least part of it, and 
a heater, insure comfort. We do not furnish the foun- 
dation unless an extra charge is made for same. We do, 
however, furnish a plan. 

Does a Hodgson House Require a Builder or Carpenter 
to Erect It? 

No, one mechanic and a couple of **handy men," fol- 
lowing our very simple directions, can easily set up a 
Hodgson House with no other tools than a screwdriver 
and a hammer to wedge in the keybolts, which inter- 
lock the sections and hold them rigid against the 
severest strain. 

How Long Does It Take To Set Them Up? 

The smaller Hodgson Houses can be erected in a day, 
and the larger houses in four or more days. It is safe to 
say that no house could be erected in less time than 
the Hodgson, or require less skill. 

Can the Hodgson Co. Erect a House for Me? 

Yes, we do this in two ways. We will quote a price de- 
livered and erected, taking care of all expenses; or we 



can furnish a working foreman and he or you can hire 
local help to assist him. For our man's services we 
charge per hour and his expenses. This is the cheaper 
way as by hiring local help carfares and living ex- 
penses for helpers are eliminated. 

What Are the Advantages of a Hodgson House as 
Compared with Building in the Usual Way? 

The saving in time, trouble, and money is very sub- 
stantial; your house is ready in a few days instead of a 
few months, and you do not have to worry about plans, 
construction, materials, labor, and supervision, not to 
mention * 'extras". The real money saving to a busy man 
is thus even greater than the cost figures would show.
